Reserve system 
caused the Unit- 
ed States depres- 
sion more than 
ahy other single 
factor. 

“The National 

Fr. Coughlin Union,” he said, 

“demands the expulsion of this 
prostitute, this Federal Reserve 
banking system, from our midst 
and the ectablishment of a Cen- 
tral Government Bank, owned by 
the people and controlled by the 
people directly through the Con- 
gress of the United States.” 

“The National Union”, he said, 
“resting upon its doctrine of solid- 
arity and fortified by the constitu- 
tion of our nation, which specific- 
ally points out that congress has| 
the right to coin and regulate the! 
value of money, demands the ex- 
pulsion of this prostitute, this fed- 
eral reserve banking system, from 
our midst and the establishment of 
a central government bank, owned | 
by the people and controlled by the 
people directly through the congress 
of the United States.”

There will be a number of new 
acts, notably that establishing the 
Federal Commission on Industry, 
but there will be many bills amend- 
ing existing acts. 

The law officers are making no 
distinction as to individual re- 
commendations’ nor as to the 
canstitutionality of the proposed 
new acts and amendments. 
Everything recommended by the 
commission is to be put in—then 
the drafts go to the cabinet. 


What happens to.the draft legis- | 


lation.in the cabinet nobody knows. | 
In the cabinet the government's 
policy will be threshed out and the 
draft bills dealt with in the light 
of this. It is considered highly im-| 
probable that the 
drafts will reach parliament un- 
changed. 

The legislation will all be ready 
before parliament reasseMMbles on 
May 20 in order to give the cab- 
inet time to discuss it and make 
such changes as in ifs collective 
wisdom or political sagacity dictate. 

The Criminal. Code will be 
amended, the Weigh's and Meas- 
ures Act, Food and Drugs Act 
and many other present statutes. 

None of the legislation is in final 
form as yet half a dozen experts 
are at work and the results of their 
work go to the Deputy Minister of 
Justice, thence to the Minister and 
so to the cabinet.

Col. Baden-Powell wrote to me say- 
ing he was greatly interested at learning how 
the scout-work had appeared to the boys. He 
said he was sorry not to be able to allow us to

Side Glances —By George Clark 


Thinking Makes You What 
You Are 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Before you may enjoy the best of health you 
must appreciate the big part played by your 
mind and your thinking in making you well. 
I consider it important that you learn to eat 
for health but ét is also important that you 
know the answer to this question: “What shall 
I think to enjoy health?” 

If you have been reading 


these health articles you 
realize tltat I believe that the 
way you eat will help to 


make or break the physical 
body which is that’ part of 
yourself I call “pinchable.” 
But just as important is atten- 
tion given to what you think, 
which alone determines the 
health of that part I call 
“unpinchable.” 

How can you fail to see that thoughts of 
worry, fear and anxiety if continued day after 
day, must gradually eat away your peace of 
mind? These thoughts are destroyers of calm- 
ness and steadiness. They are your greatest 
enemies. They are already inside the castle 
of your mind and work from within out. They 
rob you of satisfaction and contentment. They 
produce a definite stamp on the very expres- 
sion of your face, causing the narrowed eyes, 
the wrinkled brow, the pulled down corners of 
the mouth. They bring about the nervous 
twitching which bothers you, they cause you to 
tap your foot, and to tense your muscles. 

How can you go on giving in to such de- 
structive thoughts of fear, worry, bitterness, 
hatred, self-pity, jealousy, envy and selfishness? 
Stop and think before you let these thoughts 
rule you. Before giving way to anger or to 
discouragement, at least try to stop these things 
from having their way with you as though you 
were a kite in the wind. In time, the man or 
woman who is controlled by such emotions must 
become sick. These things are not good and 
they are no more capable of building the stab- 
ility of health than a rotten board is capable 
of holding up your house. If you have been 
giving in to such emotions and are sick, how 
can you expect to get well as long as you let 
such destructive thinking go on? 

Many a sick person has recovered from his 
“nervous indigestion” or “nervous heart’ when 
he built a sub-conscious habit of confidence 
which cast out fear and gave him back the full 
measure of his power. 

I find that today in America and Canada, the 
people who write me are asking for a way to 
erase doubt, fear and insecurity.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, 1912, “closure” 
was first applied at Ottawa in 
the Canadian House of Commons. 
It was upon the naval bill of the 
Borden ministry, proposing an 
emergency contribution towards 
the Royal navy. The debate had 
been long and bitter. Amendment 
after amendment had been moved 
only to be voted down. Every 
naval commander from Noah to 
Nelson was (as Dr. Skelton says) 
quoted and quoted again. Con- 
servatives ceased to speak; Lib- 
erals spoke double. Seeing that 
progress was impossible, Mr. Bor- 
den moved for closure. Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier, stirred into indigna- 
tion, rose, but was prevented by 
loud cries of “shame” from vot- 
ing an amendment and the new 
rules were jammed through. 

Sir Wilfred’s speech in protest 
was one of the most vigorous of 
his career, he asserting that the

remedy needed was not brute 
force but an appeal to the people. 
He pointed out that when the re- 
ciprocity agreement was obstruct- 
ed by the Conservative opposi- 
tion he dissolved parliament in 
order that the people might de- 
cide, and he challenged Mr. Bor- 
den to go to the country on the 
naval issue. He aroused loud 
cheers from his supporters by his 
assertion, “I would rather stand 
here defeated and in opposition by 
that appeal to the people, than 
stand over there in office by the 
power of the gag.” 

When the vote came the naval 
bill was adopted by 101 to 68, but 
it was defeated in th> Senate by 
51 to 27. That killed the contri- 
bution proposals. The depression 
set in and made contributions im- 
possible anyway, and so the re- 
sort to the closure was practically 
in vain 


Current Comment 


THIS NEEDS SOME 
CONSIDERING 

As a rule the daily newspapers 
of Canada have been well behav- 
ed, but the Alberta legislature has 
put through a bill restricting the 
rights of newspapers in reporting 
classes of court cases, principally 
civil cases. 

One does not know just what 
was in the minds of the legislat- 
ors of Alberta in passing this bill. 
A couple of public men had got 
entangled in unsavory law actions 
and the newspapers of Edmonton 
published (almost). in full the 


evidence as given in the courts? 


The legislature has passed a bill 
forbidding the newspapers to do 
this again. Do the Alberta law 
makers expect that such cases 
will again occur? Do they reject 
the well known ruling that if you 
do not want your name in the 
paper for reckless driving do not 
drive recklessly? 

We do not wish to, nor are we 
in a position to, pass any opinion 
upon the court cases referred to 
hor upon the handling of the re- 
porting of them by the Edmonton 
daily newspapers. But it does 
seem to us an unwise action for 
any legislature to place restric- 
tions upon the liberty of the press 
in regard to civil actions. The laws 
against libels and slanders may 


always be invoked, and the daily 
newspapers of Canada are, we be- 
lieve, solvent and responsible. The 
light of day is a good thing to 
have upon any scene. The known 
and assured absence of it may 
lead to this and that. Asa rule it 
is best that the rays of the sun 
should not be shut off. There is 
health and healing in their beams. 

When a beginning is made in re- 
stricting the liberties of the press 
one does not know how far it may 
go A Toronto contemporary 
rather objects to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Roebuck’s ruling that report- 
ers would not be admitted to a re- 
cent hanging. Reporters are, it 
said, the eyes of the press and the 
newspapers are the eyes of the 
province. The liberties of the 
people are bound up, we agree, in 
the freedom of the press. They are 
one and the same thing. The press 
sees what happens and relates it. 
In Italy, Germany, Russia, Spain, 
Japan, nobody speaks and nobody 
writes except under orders. This 
would be intolerable to speakers 
of the English language, as it 
would, no doubt, be to speakers 
of other languages. But surely we 
should be careful about introduc- 
ing restrictions on either the free- 
dom of the press or on the liber- 
ties of the people in a world that 
has gone mad with restraints and

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Destiny On A Silken Thread

Poland is more afraid of Russia than of Germany. In the 
judgment of the Polish leaders a war between Germany and the 
Allies will in substantial measure result in the over-tunning of 
Polish territory and once foreign troops get into Poland it will 
be difficult to get them out. 


Mr. Hitler realizes the weakness of the Allied position, know- 
ing how much they have to lose. Mr. Hitler knows that no 
nation ever wins a war, but he also knows that the German 
people are only temporarily ruled by dictatorship, and that his 
hold on power depends on keeping the Germans in a frenzy 
against other nations so as to give them no time to overthrow the 
dictator at home. 


The Allies have nothing to gain from a war. There would be 
no possibility of collecting the cost from Germany. It was not 
possible to collect the cost of the Jast war; and in the évent of 
another war there will be nothing left. 


Fate holds Destiny suspended over Europe by a silken thread; 
the breaking of the thread will mean a war which will set civiliza- 
tion back by a century at Jeast. 


With this condition plain beyond argument, there is no leader 
in Europe with the will or the power to insist that the only path 
to peace lies along the constructive line of fair trade on a world 
&cale. 


Common sense indicates the absolute need to stop talking war 
and to commence talking business. A European trade conference 
to arrive at a fair basis of interchange of commerce between all 
the nations of Europe isnot only possible but practical. Even 
under present conditions there is a large trade between France 
and Germany, but it is so hedged about by laws and regulations 
and quotas that nobody makes any gnoney out of it 


The necessity is to revive the commerce of Europe by wiping 
out all quotas and restrictions so as to bring about a free move- 
ment of commerce on the basis of tariffs for revenue only—no 
one nation to maintain a tariff “wall.” The alternative is to wipe 
out all the commerce of Europe by a war. 


The trouble is to get the truth to the peoples of the several 
nations. There is no freedom of the press in Europe. Where the 
government does not muzzle the papers, the special interests gain 
financial control and pursue a policy of inflaming national ani- 
mosities and preventing international understanding. 


The British leaders are attempting the impossible when they 
advocate a physical peace and a trade war. The experience of 
centuries shows that nations either trade or fight. Destiny swings 
on its silken thread between fair trade on the one hand and 
destructive war on the other, without any constructive effort by 
any European leader to influence a movement towards peace and 
away from war. This is why the best anyone can say is that there 
will be no war for a little while.

“I would like to empha- 
size very strongly indeed that there 
is no short cut out of our difficul- 
ties,” he continued, “and if we do 
try some of those plans that are 
suggested, I am sure that we wil! 
find that, in addition to being more 


expensive, they will lead us into 
further difficulties.” 
One of the fundamental truths 


which should not be forgotten, said | 
Mr. Webb, is that the nation is 
made up of individuals and what 
the individual cannot do, the nation 
should not try to do. “One cannot 


fact is not realized or, if realized, 
is forgotten, and we hear of many 


platform orators who would lead 
them to believe that they can get 


something for nothing,” he said

In the report of the Price Spreads | 


| Committee, said Mr. Webb, the 
majority recommended that some 
plan of government control of in- 
be put into effect. “It is 
evident to any sane-thinking man 
that any system of government con- 
trol of industry will not be a way 
out of our difficulties, but will 
rather increase them,” declared the 
speaker. “It is quite realized by 
everyone that governments are not 
thrifty, and any additional responsi- 
bilities placed upon them will mean 
greater expense and an increase in 
taxation.” 


SCORES CONTROL 

Any system of government con- 
trol is neither sound, practical nor 
economical, said Mr. Webb. In re- 
| gard to the latter phase of the situa- 
tion, taxation in the provinces alone 
has increased 96% since 1923 and 
with government control of in- 
dustry put into effect, this taxation 
would of a necessity increase still 
further,

But 
to continue, the article shows how 
personal accounts will be opened 
for each citizen in the ledger of tne 
State Credit House and pass-books 
will be given, similar to bank pass- 
books. in which the amount of the 
monthly dividend will be entered. 
Citizens will be supplied with books 
of non-negotiable certificates simi- 
lar to books of cheques issued by 
banks; these non-negotiable certiti- 
cates may be issued to creditors or 
merchants authorizing the transfer 
of the credit by the clerk of the 
State Credit House from the debt- 
or to the creditor,
